Mr. Tawn­ 
ey co ntends that the sessio n ju st end­ 
ed was no t a billio n do llar affair; that 
the to tal was $9 07 ,000,000 as co mpared 
with $1,009 ,000,000 fo r the cu rrent y ear 
and that co nsequ ently the administra­ 
tio n has made g o o d o n its pledg e o f 
eco no my . 
Mr. Liv ing sto n’s statement

ings and bo ats were garlanded with 
flags and the whistles were length­ 
ening and emphasizing their to o ts. 
Swinging into New Yo rk bay , the Bat­ 
tery was seen already black with peo ­ 
ple, and the harbo r was do tted with 
v essels. 
Thro u gh the Narro ws the black hu lk 
o f the Iv aiseriu Au gu ste Victo ria lo o m 
ed against the Jersey sho re, and o ff 
Bay Ridge the ships were banked in 
squ adro n fo rmatio n. 
There were bat­ 
tleships and gaso line lau nches and v es­ 
sels all the way between, big bo ats and 
little bo ats, aristo cratic bo ats and “ho i 
po llo i” bo o ts, priv ate y achts and tram p 
steamers, and these, like the men, were 
redu ced to o ne rank in the demo cracy 
o f welco me. 
Amid them all so mebo dy espied the 
little M anhattan, where the do mestic 
end o f the welco me ho me had Ju st 
transpired. 
Of this we heard at sec­ 
o nd hand. 
Fro m the descriptio ns o f 
ey ewitnesses 1 retained a pictu re o f

May o r Gay no r was right 
In say ing that no American citizen had 
ev er had su ch a welco me befo re 
The parade signal was ho isted, and 
o ne by o ne the v essels swu ng into the 
channel, the giant Iv alserin Au gu ste 
Victo ria amo ng the nu mber.

thro u gh the bay . past the Battery and 
u p the Hu dso n au d back ran the nav al 
parade, with steam whistles and sirens 
do ing the cheering alo ng the ro u te.

Ha ndsha king Is Co ntinuo us. 
Of co u rse all abo ard had to take the 
retu rned trav eler by the hand. 
This 
was a part o f the o fficial receptio n, 
bu t they wo u ld hav e do ne it with the 
same spirit and eagerness if an o fficial 
receptio n had nev er been heard o f. fo r 
mo st o f these men were o ld friends 
and all o f them were Americans who 
bu ried party au d all o ther co nsidera­ 
tio ns fo r twenty -fo u r ho u rs and re­ 
membered o nly that this man had been 
their president and was the mo st ho n­ 
o red o f their co u ntry men 
To my o wn mind the mo st dram atic 
incidents o f the nav al parade o ccu rred 
at the tu rning at Fo u rteenth street, 
again when the Ro o sev elt neighbo rs 
came alo ngside at the Battery and a 
hu mbler incident that was perhaps the 
mo st significant o f all. 
It is bard to 
determine ju st what psy cho lo gical ele­ 
ment entered into the greeting at the 
tu rn, bu t whatev er it was ev ery o ne 
felt it. As the do wnward jo u rney was 
begu n ev ery whistle bro ke lo o se. These 
belo nged no t o nly to the v essels that 


fo rmed the parade, bu t to sco res o f 
o thers in the riv er and to the bu ild­ 
ings that ro se tier o n tier o n Manhat- 
ten Island and the Jersey sho re. 
Co lo nel Ro o sev elt sto o d alo ne o n the 
bridge as the parading bo ats swept 
by . 
He was v isibly affected, as was 
ev ery o ne abo ard the v essel.

cy nical newspaper man who had criti­ 
cised his ev ery attitu de as a po se was 
silenced.

wo man and child was cheering.

d isord ers. Assisting Dr. Bu sse will be 
fou r internes, two men and two wom­ 
en, and 120 attend ants, six ty men and 
six ty women. When the entire sy stem 
is in operation nearly 300 employ es 
will be in serv ice. 
The normal capacity of the institu ­ 
tion is 1,200 patients, and it will be 
read y to care for that nu mber when 
the final constru ction work is finished . 
There are fiv e su ch institu tions in the 
state, the Sou thern, at Ev ansv ille; the 
Central, at Ind ianapolis; the Eastern, 
at Richmond ; the Northern, at Logans- 
ort, and the Sou theastern, at Mad ison. 
The first d etachment of patients will 
arriv e some time in Ju ly from the Cen­ 
tral hospital, and there will be 58 5 im­ 
med iately accommod ated . 
They will 
be brou ght to North Mad ison, two car­ 
load s at a time—one of men and one 
of women. Each patient in an Ind iana 
hospital has a record as complete as 
that of the Bertillon sy stem for the 
id entification of criminals.
